DAMASCUS (AFP) - Wash¬ 
ington warned Syria yester¬ 
day it would face action over 
the "moral obscenity" of a 
chemical weapons attack, as 
UN inspectors braved sniper 
fire to gather evidence about 
the incident. 

Speaking amid reports tliat 
Washington audits allies are 
preparing to launch a punitive 
cruise missile strike on Sy¬ 
rian targets, US Secretary of 
State Jolin Kerry accused 
Bashar al-Assad's regime of 
engaging in a cover-up 

"Let me be clear. Tlie in¬ 
discriminate slaughter of 
civilians, the killing of 
women and children and in¬ 
nocent bystanders by chemi¬ 
cal weapons is a moral 
obscenity," Kerry declared in 
a televised statement

Colombian police arrest head 
of drug trafficking gang 


BOGOTA (AFP) - Colombiau 
police arrested the bead of a 
dmg Iraffickwig gang who is 
wanted for extradition by tlie 
US, officials said yesterday, 

Rafael Alvai'es, known as 
“Chepe," leader of the “Los 
Urabenos* cnminal group, was 
airested over the weekend by 
elite CO nun and os at a fann in 
the naith,west town of Caceres, 
according to a police statement. 

An agent who pai'tiapated 
m die capture told the newspa- 
per El Tiempo that “Chepe'* 
was seriously wounded during 
the operation and is hospita- 
bzed. Ten of Ins men were also 
aiTested, 

The police report said Al¬ 


varez was the leader of the Los 
Urahenos "cnuiinal structure" 
m the northwest department of 
AntiQ quia, where it engages in 
drug trafficking and extortion. 

It also pegged him as tlie in¬ 
stigator of a wave of violence 
that eiupted in mumcipalities 
across Antioquia and Cordoba 
departments in a battle over 
drug ti'affi'Cking routes witli the 
Los R.aEtrojos gang. 

The United States is seek¬ 
ing Alvarez's extradition to 
face US cocaine smuggling 
charges, and Colombia had is¬ 
sued two wanants for Ins an^est 
for conspiring to paiiicipate in 
cnminal activity and drug traf- 
h eking 


Russian warship in Venezuela 
on friendly mission 



CARACAS (AFP) - A Russian 
navy fleet led by the "Mosln.fa“ 
missile ciuiser docked yester¬ 
day in Venezuela as pait of a 
friendly visit to various Latn 
American countries, the 
Venezuelan military said. 

More than 500 Russian 
sailors arrived at tlie La Guaira 
port where they were greeted 
willi a 31-gun salute by the 
high command of aimed forces 
and Venezuelan marines. 

The ship, which has also 
stopped in Cuba and Nica¬ 
ragua lii accompanied by tliree 


otlier Pais SI an anti-submarine 
vessels 

The “Moskva" is 1S5 me¬ 
ters ((500 feet) long, equipped 
witli radar and "all types of 
weapons," including rockets 
with a dOO-kilometer (370- 
mile) range and mobile guns 
capable of repelling threats 
from a radius of 60 kilometers, 
according to captain and offi¬ 
cial translator Sergei Ivano¬ 
vich. 

The ship, whose name is 
Russian for Moscow, left home 
on June 6.

Presi¬ 
dent Obama believes there 
must be accountability for 
those who would use the 
world's most heinous wea- 
p ons against tlie world's most 
vulnerable people.

Kerry was speaking as 
Umted Nations inspectors 
met survivors of last week's 
attack, winch the independent 
medical agency Doctors 
Without Borders has said left 
at least 355 people dead from 
"neurotoxic symptoms" 

The UN convoy came 
under sniper fire as it tned to 
approach tlie Damascus sub¬ 
urb where the attack was re- 
ported, but the team never¬ 
theless managed to visit vic¬ 
tims receiving treatment m 
two nearby hospitals. 

"It was a very productive 


day," UN spokesman Farhan 
Haq told reporters, adding 
that the team, led by Swedish 
expert Ake Sellstrom, is "al¬ 
ready gathering valuable evi¬ 
dence." 

UN leader Ban Ki-iiiooii 
said that despite the "very 
dangerous circuiiistaiices' tlie 
investigators "visited two 
hospitals, they interviewed 
witnesses, survivors and doc¬ 
tors. Tliey also collected 
some samples" 

The UN team was in a 
buffer zone between govern¬ 
ment and opposition-held 
areas when it came under at¬ 
tack 

Ban said the Umted Na¬ 
tions had made a "strong 
complainr to the Synan go¬ 
vernment and opposition for¬ 
ces. Tlie rebels and Assad's 
government traded blame for 
the sniper assault just as they 
did tlie chemical attack 

President Vladimir Putin 
of Russia -- a staunch Assad 
ally that provides the regime 
with diplomatic cover by 
blocking UN Security Coun¬ 
cil action -- remained unim¬ 
pressed by the mounting 
evidence of an atrocity. 

Putin yesterday told 
British Prime Minister David 
Cameron tliere was no proof 
Damascus had used chemical 
weapons, according to 
Cameron's office, which has 
said it has “little doubr that 
there had been an attack. 

Cameron cut short his ho¬ 
liday yesterday to return to 


London to plan a response. 
Britain, along witli France, 
has been in tlie forefront of 
demands for tougher action 
against Assad's regime 

The Synan opposition 
says more than 1,300 people 
died when toxic gases were 
unleashed on Eastern Ghouta 
and Moadamiyet al-Shani. 

Ill Moadamiyet al-Sham, 
the UN team look samples 
and interviewed medical staff 
before returning to tlieir hotel 
in Damascus. 

Syna approved the UN in- 
spection on Sunday but US 
officials said it was too little, 
too late, arguing that persist¬ 
ent shelling had "corrupted" 
the site.

Thirteen dead in Mexico mudslides

VEPoVCRUZ (AFP) - Mud¬ 
slides crashed fliiDU^ several 
homes in eastern Mexico yes¬ 
terday, killing at least 13 peo¬ 
ple after a tropical storm pelted 
the state of Veracruz witli 
heavy rains, officialE said. 

The storm named Fernand 
weakened to a tropical depres¬ 
sion after making land fell just 
before midniglit, unleasliing a 
deluge that fioodei streets, 
homes and businesses in some 
towns and caused rivers to 
overflow. 

Governor Javier Duaite, 
who had ordered the closure of 
schools before the storm came 
ashore, urged residents to heed 
any calls for evacuations and 
said the authorities remained 
on high alert. 

The storm triggered 16 
mudshdes, while storm-related 
damage was reported in 22 
muni cip ah ties, affecting more 
than 450 homes, said state civil 
protection director Noemi 
Guzman Lagunes.

Indian officials promise 
swift justice in gang-rape 
case 


MUMBAI (AFP) - Indian of¬ 
ficials on Monday promijjed 
swift justice over the gang- 
rape of a young photographer 
in Mumbai, as the final sus¬ 
pect appeared in court over 
the attack that sparked angry 
protests. 

Five men have been ar¬ 
rested on suspicion of raping 
tlie 23-year-old woman in 
central Mumbai on Tliursday 
when she was on assignment 
for a magazine with a male 
colleague. 

The attack reigriited wide¬ 
spread anger at the treatment 
of women m India that first 
empled in December after tlie 
fatal gang-rape of a 23-year- 
old student on a bus in New 
Delhi. 

Tlie ichief minister of Malia- 
rashtra state, Prilhviraj Cha- 
vaii, has also promised a 
fast-track case ""to ensure 
speedy justice to the victim". 

Tlie final suspect was ar¬ 


rested on Sunday m New 
Delhi by Mumbai police, over 
tlie bmtal attack in which tlie 
woman's male colleague was 
allegedly tied up with a belt 
and the woman raped repeat¬ 
edly neai'by. 

The four alleged accom¬ 
plices were eaiiier arrested in 
Mumbai. 

Relatives of two of the ac¬ 
cused told media they are ju¬ 
veniles hut Singh insisted they 
were all unemployed adults 
and school drop-outs who 
were born and grew up in the 
city 

A court remand sheet shows 
tlie men ai'e aged 1S to 27. 

Singh said three suspects 
had criminal records for theft 
but police did not yet have ev¬ 
idence of any previous rape 
accusations against them. 

He called on women to re¬ 
port sez crimes against tliem, 
"otherwise the molesters of 
today will become rapists". 



BRASILIA (AFP) - A Brazilian diplomat revealed Monday 
that he helped a Bolivian opposition senator escape to 
Brazil after IS months asylum in Brasilia's embassy in 
La Paz. Senator Roger Pinto, an opponent of Bolivian 
President Evo Morales, made his escape Friday in an 
embassy car escorted by Brazilian marines, driving 22 
hours to the southwestern Brazilian city of Corumba, 
1,600 kilometers (1,000 miles) from La Paz.The diplomat 
said he took the personal decision to help P into escape 
"because there was an imminent threat to the life and 
dignity of the senator." In La Paz, Bolivian Foreign Min¬ 
ister David Choquehuanca expressed "profound con¬ 
cern over the transgression of the principle of reciprocity 
and international courtesy." Pinto is viewed in Bolivia as 
a fugitive from justice after he was accused of various 
crimes of corruption, for which he was sentenced to a 
year in prison. He sought refuge at the Brazilian em¬ 
bassy last year, claiming to be a victim of political per¬ 
secution after he denounced alleged cases otcornjption 
and alleged links between authorities and drug traffick¬ 
ers. His case strained relations between La Paz and 
Brasilia.

Syrian bishop warns intervention 
could spark 'world war'

Audo of Aleppo told Vatican 
radio. 

“We hope tliat tlie pope's call 


for real dialogue between the 
warring parties to find a solu¬ 
tion can he a first step to stop 
the figlilmg," he said. 

Audo is also the head of tlie 
Synan Enm of tlie inlemati onal 
Catholic chanty Carttas and 
has repeatedly warned about 
the human cost cf the war. 

The Vatican daily, L'Osser- 
V at ore Romano, meanwhile 
cnticised Western po wers in an 
editorial. 

“The drumbeat of an aimed 
intervention by Western pow¬ 


ers IS becoming ever more in¬ 
sistent and ever less restramed 
by pmdence," it said 

"Several representatives of 
these CDuntnes say they ai'e 
convinced that the accusation 
that the Synan army used 
chemical weapons is founded - 
- a question i^ich the United 
Nations is investigating," he 
said. 

Pope Francis on Sunday 
called for the internation^ 
commumty to help find a solu¬ 
tion to the civil war.

in a letter to Congress, Lew 
urged legislators to raise the 
limit from the current $16.7 
trillion, saying to not do so 
"would cause irrepaiable haiin 
to the Ameiican economy.* 

The Treasuiy has been op¬ 
erating under the ceiling since 
it reached that level on May 
17^ helped by "extraordinary 
measures" to manage expendi¬ 
tures, and a surge in tax re¬ 
ceipts above forecasts. 

However, Lew said, the lat¬ 
est estimates point to that 
breatliing room bemg ex¬ 
hausted around the middle of 
October. 

“At that point, the Umted 
States Will have reached the 
limit of its borrowing author¬ 
ity, and Treasuiy would be left 
to hind the government with 
only tlie cash we have on hand 
on any given day." 

That “would place the 


United Stales m an unaccept¬ 
able position," Lew said, un¬ 
able Id seiwe rising com¬ 
mitments to issue payments for 
heal til and retirement needs 
and not able to pay the re¬ 
quired saJaiies. 

Moreover, he warned, if in¬ 
vestor demand for US govern¬ 
ment debt declines, the couutiy 
could feee an immediate cash 
short fell. 

"Indeed, such a scenano 
could undeiniine financial 
markets and result in signifi¬ 
cant disruptions to our econ¬ 
omy" 

Lew sai d it was not p o ssibl e 
to pinpoint the exact day 
Treasuiy commitments would 
exceed its funds. But, he said, 
"Under any circumstance.. 
Congress must act before the 
imd^e of October" 

Lew's comments were in a 
letter addressed to Jolm Boeh- 
ner, the Republican speaker of 
the House of Representahves. 

It came as tlie White House 
and both paities in Congress 
gird for yet anotlier battle over 
spendijig tliat will conflate the 
debt ceiling and the US 


budget. 

In repeated battles over tlie 
past two years R.epublicans 
have stalled increases in the 
debt ceiling to extract commit¬ 
ments to cut spending feom 
President Obama's Democrats. 

Tlie tight in July-August 
2011 took the country to the 
brink, poised between defaul- 
tmg on obligations to US citi¬ 
zens or defaulting on foreign 
debt. \¥liile that fate was 
averted in a last-minute deal, 
the budget tight was not re¬ 
solved and Standard Poor's 
dealt the country the first-ever 
downgrade of its top-flight 
debt rating. 

Lew evoked that scenario 
again in his letter to Boelmer. 

Protecting the fell faitli and 
credit of the United States is 
the responsibility of Congress 
because only Congress can ex¬ 
tend the nation's borrowing au¬ 
thority," he said. "Congress 
should act as soon as possible 
to protect America's good 
credit by extending normal 
borrowing authority well be¬ 
fore any risk of default be¬ 
comes imnunent.“

MADRID (AFP) - International 
tourist numbers surged by 5 2 
percent to nearly half a billion 
people worldwide in tlie first 
half of 2013, beating earlier ex¬ 
pectations, the United Nation's 
World Tourism Organisation 
said yesterday. 

Some 494 million interna¬ 
tional tourists spent at least one 
night abroad in tlie first six 
months of tlie yeai', the Madiid- 
based agency said in a report of 
preliminary results for the pe¬ 
riod. 

As a result of tlie "robust" 
performance, tlie WTO said it 
was boosting its 2013 forecast. 
After onginally tipping growtli 
of three to four percent for tlie 
whole year,, it now expects tlie 
inicrease to be at tlie lugher end 
of tliat range "or to shglitly ex¬ 
ceed it" 

Europe enjoyed growtli of 
5 1 percent in intern ah on al 


tourist numbers in the six 
months, it said. 

Hie Asia-Pacific region re¬ 
ported growtli offi 2 percent in¬ 
cluding an 11 .fi p ercent surge in 
touiists going to Soutiieast 
Asia. 

But results were weaker 
than anticipated in the Ameri¬ 
cas, wluch posted growtli of 
just 2.2 percent.

NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
James Blake, who siiiKk into 
die US Open as a youth by 
crawling under a fence,, said 
Monday that he will end hts 
14-yeai' career at his home¬ 
town Gl and Slam event. 

Tlie 33-year-old ri^t-han- 
der announced Ins retirement 
from the conclusion of the US 
Open, which began Monday 
on the Flu slung Meadows 
hard courts where Blake 
reached his first Slam quarter¬ 
finals in 2QQ5 and JOQfi. 

And even after a tearful 
farewell announcement, he 
apologized for sneaking in so 
often all tliose years ago. 

The former world number 
four, now fallen to 100th in the 
rankings, won 10 career ATP 
titles, the first in 3003 at Wash¬ 
ington and tlie last in 30D7 in 
New Haven and Sydney. He 
never reached a Grand Slam 
semi-final. 

Blake, who enters lus final 
event witli a 3i3d-355 ATP 
record and a d0-41 showing m 
Grand Slams, opens against 
Croatian quahfierlvo Kailovic 
and could face Swiss mnth 
seed Stanislas Wawimka or 
Czech Radek Stepanek in the 
second round. 

Blake lost to Pmger Federer 
in tlie quarter-finals of the 
300S Australian Open and 
300d US Open, to Novak 
Djokovic in the 3003 Olympic 
bronze-medal match and to 
Andre Agassi m the 3005 US 
Open quarter-finals in a fifth- 
set tie-breaker after ousting 
Rafael Nadal in the tlurd 
round. 

Blake defeated 14th-ranked 
Jerzy Janowicz of Poland last 
week at Winston-Salem, a tri¬ 
umph til at helped convince him 
diat he could leave on lus own 
terms even as he was a tlu'eat to 
some of the world's best, 

Blake overcame scoliosis as 
a duld that forced him to wear 
aback brace for IS hours a day 
and a 3D04 season where lus fa¬ 
ther diel he suffered a severe 
back injury and was diagnosed 
with Zoster, a condition that 
dulled his heaniig and vision 
and paralyzed part of lus face.
